Columbus. April 22.—‘‘Any notion 
on the part, 
men th a t the f o r c ­ 
ers of Ohio are form ing an organiza­ 
tion antagonistic to them 
to 
drive 
them out of business, and take over 
their business for themselves is w ith­ 
out foundation," declared O. E. Brad- 
lute, president of the 
Ohio 
F arm 
bureau Federation, today, speaking 
of th* relat-ons between farm ers and 
commercial organizations. 
‘‘We perform much the same func­ 
tion for the farm er that. cham bers of 
commerce do in the business circles 
of the cities," he continued. ‘‘Our or­ 
ganization does not f'g h t an y leriti- 
mate business. 
It is purely a se r­ 
vice organization. 
We have a dis­ 
tinct idea th a t m arket conditions need 
improvement, but we have no thought 
of entering the m arket field and de­ 
stroying old lines of business organi­ 
zations.” 
Mr. Bradfute pointed out th a t the 
first big step toward th is improve­ 
m ent is cooperative m arketing, which 
provides for “careful grading of a r ­ 
ticles and conforming to the grades." 
In striving to improve m arket con­ 
ditions, Mr. B rautuie said, the move­ 
ment does mean the elimination of 
the certain type of middlemen. 
The 
illustrative example of Uhs “type" is 
th at of a sm all Onio village in which 
ther* were previously seven stations 
for the receiving ot dairy products. 
These stations daily t ook in the pro ­ 
duce from the farm ers and re-soid it 
to m anufacturing 
concerns. 
The 
share of this type of middleman, in 
th*, m arket price of the finished pro­ 
duct w as larg er than either the fa rm ­ 
er or the retailer, Mr, B radlute said. 
His figures were 39 per cent for the 
farm er, 47 per cent for the middle­ 
man, and 14 per cent for th e retailer. 
In this village, Mr. Bradfute said, the 
farm ers form ed a single, cooperative 
station which turned out the finished 
product to the retailer, bringing the 
farm er a greaser revenue, an increas­ 
ed portion to ♦he retailer, and gave 
the consumer better value* for less 
money.

“ to put Ohio apples and Ohio wool on 
the m ap."

“UNANIMOUS CONSENT.’ 


TOO MANY CANDIDATES START OUT WITH A SWORD— 


Debate in the United States Senate is really unlimited, a1-, 
^though there is a rule, which is never invoked, that permits two 
thirds of the Senators present, after previous notice has been 
given, to bring to an end a debate that would otherwise be inter­ 
minable. 
A Senator may occupy the floor for hours day after 
day, not even confining his remarks to the pending question, and 
there is no way to stop him or take the floor from him until he 
chooses to relinquish it. 
He is not called to order if he discusses, 
for example, the question of recognizing the Irish republic when 
the Senate is supposed to be considering appropriations for the 
District of Columbia. 
In the House of Representatives, on the other hand, debate 
is almost strangled. 
No one can hold the floor for more than an 
hour, and whether he can get the floor at all depends on the will 
of the Speaker and on many other things besides. 
When an im-' 
portant bill or resolution is to be considered there is first of all 
an agreement that the debate shall be limited to a certain num­ 
ber of hours and that the time shall be divided equally between 
the leading advocate and the leading opponent of the measure and 
controlled by them . 
Of that allotted time they “yield" so many 
minutes to each speaker— sometimes as many as thirty, some­ 
tim es no more than one. 
Thus it happens that, if a merber can­ 
not obtain a concession from the member who controls the time 
on his side of the question, he cannot speak at all. 
It follows that, whereas the House maintains such a restraint 
on oratory that it can and sometimes does bring to a final vote 
a great measure that has not been discussed in open session for a 
single moment, the Senate on the other hand may find itself 
unable under its rules to end a debate that has been dragging on 
’for months.

FINANCIAL NORMALITY. 


It does not seem long since many interests were bidding for 
money, and the government was required to pay as high as six 
per cent for short time loans. 
Money, as always, was seeking the 
highest possible returns, and many deserving enterpriees were 
unable to pay the interest demanded. 
A striking indication of a change in the money market is 
seen in the offering of a loan on certificates for six months by 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon at the rate of three and one- 
half per cent. 
The offering is $150,000,000 and it will probably 
be oversubscribed several times. 
Money is looking for jobs, and, as in the case of human work­ 
ers, it m ust take less for its services if the competition is keen. 
Many opportunities for investm ent, which two years ago were 
«bnSidered of the most promising character, have failed to meas­ 
ure up to what .was expected of them. 
The government and, 
several other classes of borrowers benefit by the situation. 
The government is now able to borrow money at the lowest 
rate if has secured since 1917. 
In view of the low rate the gov­ 
ernment pays on the money it needs, there should be cheaper 
funds for building and commercial purposes soon. 
Money is be­ 
coming more conservative. 
Business generally realizes that in­ 
flation is never profitable in the general adjudication, although 
large profits may be alluring for a time.
